i <no i t'ioe it» tile Chicago Tribune of the lath 
•"lit. an tinprincipled and li' i llons attack on 
%iea. Gilliert, the commander of the loth di- 
vision, army of tbe Uhio. The writer f'.aris 
out by saying that all that wns known of 
tieneral liitl-ert freviow? to bis promotion was 
♦hat he was a-n o'>se«Uions toady to his mas- 
ter, Don Carlos Duel!, for whom he wan ail- 
ing as a brigade Quartermaster, with the rank 
ofCaplain. A more iufamons falsehood was 
never written or published. General Gilbert 
is an army officer of twenty years' standing, 
took an active riart in the war with Mexico, 
and by his experience and attility did a? taiich 
to organize the army of the CMo as any other 
person, not excepting the General comm.mi - 
ing it. He was never a Quartermaster. He 
waa lu.'p-ector General of the army of the 
Ohio, and in the discharge of his duty he pre- 
ferred the charges against Turcbin which con- 
signed that commander to infamy — the only 
pity U that he was not shot. 

Aside from this, Gen. Gilbert distinguished 
himself at the battle of Wilson's Creek, being 
severely wounded in that bar.lo, a wound 
•jrhich has almost robbed him of the use of his 
left arm. His appointment as Major-Geueral 
was made by General Wright, nflcr n crjnsul- 
tation with Brig. Generals JaeknOh, Cruft, and 
others, who were at l»e v .lugton, Ky., imme- 
diately after tbe -Niastcr at Richmond, Ky., 
those Generals voluntarily submitting and 
upproviojr the appointment, as tbvy knew that 
Gilbert was the o/iiy /»>•». amomj litem w ho 
' ould bring them o*T with any credit from 
their otreiwly perilous condition. Gen. Gil- 
bert tire* Assumed the command of the dit- 
'rea^'aed troojis at that place, and.wilh a wa- 
gtjn train over five miles long, escorted by a 
body of demoralized troops, he succeeded in 
making his way to Louisvill», but It is a sin- 
gular lin t, that no sooner did he begin to give 
evident of his great ability as a commander 
timn the politicians began to rnisc a hue ami 
cry for no other reason lorsooth than that a. 
great man had arisen without their assistance. 

After the return to Louisville, the General 
instantly went lo work to collect the raw ma- 
terials around him. and to prepare lor tbe antici- 
pated attack upon Louisville, day and Bigal le 
worked, with all his strength and all his energy, 
he reorganized the scattered Army of Ken- 
tucky and each day only proved that he was tbe 
right man in the right place. When Gen. Nel- 
son returned from Cincinnati, and assumed 
the command of tbe Army of Kentucky, Gen- 
eral G ilbert was assigned to tbe command of a 
Division, and he worked faithfully on bis 
new task, until the death of General Nelson. 
General Buell, knowing the ability and in- 
tegrity of Gilbert, assigned him command of 
the 3d Corps, and so far from hi- being an inef- 
ficient officer. hi« corps was as well disciplined 
and efficient as any corps in the army, and but 
for the ability of Gilbert bis corps would have 
received the blow which fell upon McCook at 
Perryville. But brugg could make no attack 
upon the 3d Corps without lighting the fndrc 
corps nl op ■•, and thus tbe ability of the Gen- 
eral saved his corps and defeated the designs 
of the rebels. The services of the 3d Corps 
at Perryville have been almost entirely over- 
looked, but it is well known that the corps 
was attacked about the smite lime McCook w as 
pressed so heavily, and that the attack 
was re|ielled, as much by good gener- 
alship as by the valor of the troops. 

The article which I referred to at the com- 
mencement of this article says in conclusion: 
"We regret to add to the above that Gilbert is 
not yet dismissed from command, but is in 
charge of some 2u,ikj0 troops guarding the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, « duly 
which he it tttterh) unlit to perform." Was 
ever mortal impudence so great as this? A 
contemptible little scribbler sitting in his 
sanctum and wilfully nud maliciously de- 
claring a General unfit to ]>erform a duty to 
which he has been assigned by the wisest 
military men in the country! Let me tell 
you how unlit he is for his command. In tbe 
first place, he is u f/ood disciplinarian. Sec- 
ondly, he has caused stockades to be built upon 
our entire road, placing it in a better state of 
defence than any oftier railroad line in the 
world. Thirdly, be is fast making soldiers 
out of raw, undisciplined troops; and, lastly, 
he is an honest, straightforward gentleman of 
the highest order of intellect, and jiossessed 
probably of one of the best military edui a- 
tions of any man in our country; and these 
are qualities which in these days of political 
reign unfit any man for an important com- 
mand! | 

Perhaps another reason may be assigned 
for his inefficiency, which is, that Rosecrans, 
Wright, Buell, and all the military command- 
ers in the west, place implicit confidence in his 
talent and ability. I did nol intend to write 
bo much upon this subject when I commenced, 
but the "Tribune has invariably abused every 
good officer our Western arinis have ever 
had, and although the Kditor has never told 
his reason for so doing. He need not be aston- 
i«h»d when I tell him he has done ft only be-

JgyAt St. Louis on Tuesday night, a fire 
broke out in the wagon manufactory and 
Jdaa k smith shop of Messrs. llackman and Loe-

valuable contents. The loss is estimated at

^Tm: Avolo-Bbbil Navy — Mb. Caueron s 
Ihon-I 'lads. — Mr. Cameron on bis return from 
Europe excited no little attention and some 
alarm by bis accounts of the formidable fleet 
of iron-clad vessels of war said to be rapidly 
c ompleting in Kngland on rebel account, and 
Intended both to open the blockade of South- 
ern harbors and to operate against Northern 
seaports. The New Yoik Tribune has been 
favored by a gentleman just from England 
with some further information on the same 
poiut, which is both authentic and minute. 
It may tend to quiet whatever alarm is felt 
about an immediate descent upon our coast; 
but it is by no means of such a charart»>' as 
ought to lessen any effort* tht Navy Depart- 
ment may happen to be making. 

According to Mr. Cameron, three immense 
iron steam-rams, tbe most powerful ever con- 
structed, are building for the reikis. Il is not 
certain that tbe statement is true. Two are 
on the stocks at Liverpool, in ttvb hands of 
.lames Laird, M. P., who built the pirate Ala. 
hatna, and is pushing them rapidly to comple- 
tion. The third is| Duilding, if anywhere, on 
the Clyde at Glasgow. Our informant hag lit- 
tle knowledge of the Liverpool rams, their 
size, or how nearly finished they are «' Kits- 
cnt. His account relate? ejpcciiUly to Glas- 
gow. In the great •hipyard of that port three 
irou-clads are building. One of them, the 
Hector, just launched, is ror the British Gov- 
ernment; another for Denmark, both in the 
yard of Messrs. Napier A Sons. The third is a 
screw stumer, tinder roni>-»r:» Vy Messrs. 
O.ofge * James ThiiWpjou of 3,u00 tons and 
Sial horse-rio\ v cl ; , of a model so Hat that she 
is l-alcii'.ated lo draw but fifteen feet of w ater; 
built w holly of iron, her frame included; and 
with a plating twenty-two inches thick, of 
which lour inches and a half are iron and the 
rest solid teak. 

This vessel fg said io be for some foreign 
government not named, thrVitirh If for any re- 
cognized poverbmpnt tfwre is no reason w hy 
there should l* 'Any mystery about her. But 
AttmtUgB no effort is made to hide the 
'acts aoout any other vessel, little is generally 
known of this one, and information like that 
we give was obtained with difficulty. A man- 
of-war is commonly named when her keel is 
laid. This has no name, but is known only 
by her number in the yard. Her frame is about 
half raised, and work is going on slowly. The 
contract requires her lo be completed in twen- 
ty months from last July. If any vessel is 
now building for the rebels on tbe Clyde, it is 
this. But it is quite obvious, from the rate at 
w hich work on her progresses, aud from (he 
period fixed by the contract, that she i3 not 
relied on for immediate service. And con- 
cerning both this and tbe Liverpool rams, our 
Government is and has constantly been lully 
informed. 

Whatever doubt there may be about this 
iron-clad, there is none at all that other steam- 
ers for different service are bought and built 
for the rebels at Glasgow. The Columbia, 
Adela, and Leopard, all suited last summer 
from this port, the Colupjbia to Hamburg lb'' 
a cargo, the Adela to Liverpool, the Leopard 
to Cardiff. The two former were captured en- 
deavoring to run the blockade; the Leopard 
got through. 

1 hs re'.T.ii are preparing, apparently, uot to 
break ihe blockade this winter by force, bnt 
to evade it by vessels of unusual speed. With 
this view they have bought and are fitting out 
steamers at Glasgow, which ]>ort seems to 
share with Liverpool the honor of being the 
rendezvous for pirate*. There Is great activity 
in all tire yards, especially in that of Messrs. 
George anil James Thonipsou above mention- 
ed, in which six iron — but not iron-clad — ves- 
sels are on the ways for construction or re- 
pair, r.li owned by rebels or In rebel interest, 
the lona, Pearl, Eagle, and Ruby, were se- 
lected especially for the work of carrying arms 
and ammunition into blockaded rebel ports. 

The lona was the first to attempt the voyage, 
and was sunk by collision six weeks ago. 
The other three, like the lona, arc long, nar- 
row, swift, smooth-water, side-wheel slcaraers 
built to run fifteen miles an hour on Ihe Clyde, 
and from 10') to 200 tuns burden. The Pearl 
was lying at Qucenstown, trking in powder, 
when the City of Baltimore, on her hist voyage 
out, touched at that port. It is proposed to 
send her and the rest — all of them being unfit 
for an Atlantic voyage — by way of Madeira to 
Nassau, there to load, aud thence to attempt 
the blockade. There are immense stores at 
Nassau waiting the opportunity to find en- 
trance into rebel ports, and the rebel necessi- 
ties are so great that they will leave no means 
untried to obtain them. 

Beside thenc there are steamers of another 
class — the Thistle, Giraffe, and Columbia, three 
screws built for sea voyages, destined for sim- 
ilar service, but of much larger tonnage. The 
Giraffe cost £28,060, the Thistle £12,000, and 
the seven together not less than £ 100,000. 
It appears from an examination of the r 
Custom-house register that all, except the 
Giraffe, are owned in the name of Gcorg.- 
Wigg. a Liver]>ool merchant, active in 
the rebel cause, and »"cre bought by Henry 
Lafone, agent. Both Wigg and Lafone have 
been in Glasgow on business connected w ith 
the vessels. Messrs. Bagby k Co., of London, 
who were concerned in fifing out the Gladia- 
tor of recent notoriety, have also three iron 
steamers of 500 or 600 tons building on the 
Clyde, probably intended to run the blockade. 

From the fact that Capt. lteasens, who went 
to Glasgow, to take charge of the Colombia, 
was transferred to the superintendence of the 
whole rebel fleet, it is supposed that this firm 
may also be interested iu tbe Colombia. The 
naiin s of Messrs. Begby k Co., of George 
Wigg, of Henry Lafone. of George and James 
Thompson, and especially of JanHS Laird, M. 
P., and rebel men bants, agents and ship-build- 
ers, deserve to be faithfully remembered by- 
loyal Americans till a possible day of future 
reckoning. 

It is evident from 6uch facts as the above, 
which are important and come to us well au- 
thenticated, that the rebels have no lack of 
money or credit in England. Probably a con- 
siderable part of tbe cotton hypothecated to 
tbe rebel Government is pledged in some way 
to English capitalists as security for advances, 
and they in turn are secured by insurances at 
an extravagant premium, but with margin 
enough to make themselves good. 

But it is to the Liverpool Southern Associa- 
tion that the rebels most largely owe whatev- 
er ot credit and resources they possess in Eng- 
land. Liverpool is bitterly and almost unan- 
imously rebel in its sympathies, and through- 
out Great Britain this pestilent seaport has ex- 
erted a wide and earnest influence against us. 
We are not likely to forget it. 

A fact concerning the Alabama deserves to 
be stated. The American Consul at Liverpool 
seems to have made every effort to persuade 
the British authorities to prevent her from 
leaving port on a cruise w hich all men knew 
was to be piratical. The Government at last 
consented to interfere, and the day after the 
Alabama had sailed issued an order restraining 
her from going to sea. 

Thk FCOITIVI Ex-Kiso ok Nai'Lks.— The 
ex-King of Naples is still at Rome, enjoying 
the hospitality of the Pope; but, according lo 
the following extract of a letter from that 
city, he is in an unhappy frame of mind: 

King Fiancis II is still at the Quirinal, 
w hich he is preparing to leave in order lo in 
habit the Farness Palace. The young Queen 
i- expected here shortly, in spite of the report 
of her intention to remain in the convent of 
Wuizburg. The Pope, who consults less the 
state of his finances than his natural generosi- 
ty of mind, has endeavored to dissuade the 
ex-King from his inteution to remove. 

He has represented to him that when inhab- 
iting the Palace of tbe Qairinal he is under his 
immediate protection, whereas at the Bor- 
ghese Palace it would be no longer possible to 
provide him with a Swiss guard, and render to 
liim the honors due to a king. Francis II 
however, does not tbe less (icrsist in his pro 
ject. It is, perhaps, from a motive of discrc 
tion, for he must be aware that his stay in the 
Pontifical palace, with one hundred and twen 
ty persons in bis suite, is exceedingly expen 
sive. Tbe furniture has already been consid- 
erably injured ; apart of the plate and linen 
have disappeared; extravagant orders for new 
articles are given from time to time, and 
the steward of the palace is obliged to pur 
( base secretly w hat is wasted, in order to re 
place it. 

Heme Destboykd. — We understand that 
some fifty -five tons of hemp belonging to Mr. 
T. V. Webb, near Waverly, was destroyed by 
fire on last Sunday. It was currently report 
ed here on Monday, that it was fired by theor 
derof Gen. Loan, but the report was without 
the least foundation. Itwa9 most likely the 
work of eomc of the marauders that from tiro* 
to time vi«it that neighborhood,

Sick and Wocndeo Left >t Hi xtsvili,k. 
A correspondent at Wynn, Ind., writing from 
that place on the 17th says: 

When Buell's army evacuated Northern 
Alabama, on the 3oih of August lAst,1'.y Ccder 
of the medical director, all the sk'k arid w-oiln- 
ded of the live hospitals in Hnntsville, who 
were not aide lo be moved in the hurried re- 
treat, were throwu in one hospital and left in 
my charge. There were ninety of in alto- 
gether. You may imagine the feelings of 
those of us who were well enough to realize 
our situation as the lust bugle sound Of Ihi! 
rear guard of our army died awAy, and the 
darkness of the night was dispelled by the 
fires of burning camp equipage, pro visions 
fcc, and we knew that in a very few hours we 
were to be prisoners in the hands of the eue- 
my. 

Early on tbe evening of the first day, a gen- 
oral shout "down town" notified me that a 
military body of some kind was entering tbe 
•own, and in a very few minutes I was called 
out by a citizen to lx> informed thai a > ivalry 
fbrce would soon visit me. At the same lime 
I saw a body of mounted men bearing a Sal 
of truce, coming toward the hospital in but 
haste, and the sides of the streets heaving full 
of more boys and curious men than ordinarily, 
follow fen orgiirt-giirbH'r?, tSltn as man] 
monkeys, tn a tHirfilte I was fully o il!! inked, 
■ind the blave and gallant bearer of ihe Hag 
demanded of nie an immediate and uncondi- 
tional surrender of my hospital. Against 
such an exhibition of bravery I could not con- 
lend, and at once surrendered. 

During the eveni»ir I'.'.en were all pa- 
roled; h'.;:, titer a little better acquaintance, 
the captain made many apologies for the dash- 
ing style of the attack and capture. He said 
that he was informed that l hid about forty 
armed men for the defence of the hospital. 
He did not make apy atM10£y for his lack of 
sense «s tftUollM in believing any such a silly 
report. 

D«ring my stay at Iluntsville I met with 
very kind treatment by the citizens, but some 
rudeness from soldiers. Every squad, from a 
corporal w ith his guard, up to a colon.*] wilb 
his regiment, as they >v.r"d lluough the place, 
felt in d"ty uou'.ul to retake us and show a 
little authority. 

Capt. Carle, of what command I know not, 
exhibited so much of brutal malignity that be 
created within me a desire to meet him some 
day under different circumstances. I still 
hope the desire may be gratified. Col. John 
T. Morgan knows DOW to appreciate the ail k 
md wounded, aud bevause of his gentlemanly 
qualities and humane bearing toward us in 
>nr affliction*. I sincerely hope that he may 
be kindly dealt with if ever he falls a prisoner 
lo our forces. My parting blessing to him was 
that he might very soon be taken prisoner, 
and meet with as kind treatment as he de- 
served. 

As the men under my charge recovered 
strength sufficient to bear transportation, l 
sent them by wagons to our lines at Nashville, 
listant 120 inilft. 

Finally, on the 20th of last] month, with ten 
remaining men, some of whom had to be 
hauled on beds. I left Hnntsville to reach our 
lines at Nashville, but when within 4j miles, 
it Columbia, Tenn., 1 was forbidden to p iss 
the Confederate lines into Nashville, and made 
to go, over an exceedingly rough country, 0."> 
miles, to enter our lines at Fort Donelson. On 
Ibis route 1 was molested by guerilla parlies, 
but reached Fort Donelson on the evening of 
November 5th, with my travelling hospital. 
On the bth we crossed to Fort Henry, thence 
to Paducnh, Ky., where 1 left the men needing 
rest and hospital attention.

Ecqexe — We find in the Memphis Bulletin, 
of the 15th, the following particulars as to the 
loss of the steamer Eugene, on the lower Mis- 
sissippi: 

The accident occurred on Wednesday even- 
ing, about twelve miles above Fort Pillow. 
The Eugene left Cairo on Tuesday evening 
last, with a large number of passengers, in- 
cluding about twenty ladies, ami a full cargo of 
freight. On Wednesday evening, about half- 
ast seven o'clock, when near the liead of Plum 
oint bend, she struck iqion the sunken wreck 
of the steamer Neptune. At the time ot the 
accident Col. Littlefield was standing near the 
able in the centre of the cabin. He states 
that the forco of the blow was sufficient to 
throw most persons from their seats, and many 
who were standing up at the time were thrown 
to the floor. 

In an instant a terrible scene of confusion 
and panic tciok place Passengers sprang to 
their feet and rushed w ildly about shrieking 
and crying. The screams of the women and 
the shouts of the men, the crushing of timbers, 
and the sharp orders of the officers, were all 
mingled in a tumult of sounds. Colonel Lit- 
tlefield, and a few others of the passengers, 
exerted themselves to restore order and calm- 
ness. Simultaneously w ith the first shock of 
striking, the boat commenced sinking. Be- 
fore she could be cleared from the wreck, and 
headed towards the shore, her bow had sunk 
so deep that the stove in the cabin fell over 
and set on fire the carpet and floor. The 
aincs caught the dress ol a lady near by and 
blazed up in nu instant. 

This added horror seemed completely to de- 
stroy the returning senses of most of the pas- 
sengers. A few gentlemen exerted themselves 
to extinguish the burning dress of the lady 
and the flames in the cabin. Fortunately they 
succeeded without her receiving any serious 
injury. 

Most of the passengers had by this time 
reached the hurricane roof. The captain and 
lerk exerted themselves to their utmost to 
quiet the panic of the prssengers and assist 
them to a place of safety. 

Many of tbe passengers continued to rush 
wildly about. Col. Littlefield ha-1 gone for- 
ward to see how far the boat was from the 
shore, and was leaning over the railing when 
he was knocked overboard by a sudden rush 
of passengers. He fell into the water, arose 
anil caught a dry goods box. but slipped oil' 
igain and then caught hold of a stage plank 
« hu h had floated from the boat. On this he 
floated down the river. As he floated he dis- 
tinctly beard the voices and saw not less than 
ven or eight persons clinging lo planks, 
boxes, kc, aud crying for help. One by one 
they dropped olf, and Col. Littlelicld thinks 
not one of these was saved. 

He himself floated some twelve miles down 
the river, to Fort Pillow, where he succeeded 
in making himself heard by the sentinel, and 
a party of soldiers came out in a skiff and 
rescued him from his perilous position. As 
soon as he was sufficiently recovered, he went 
to the captain of tbe. Steamer Tigress, which 
was lying at Fort Pillow, and urged him to 
go to the rescue of the passengers of the Eu- 
gene. This tbe captain declined to do until 
daylight, alleging that it would be dangerous. 

As soon as daylight appeared, the Tigress 
started out. and, reaching the wreck, found it 
sunk iu deep water, the water reaching to the 
hurricane deck forward and to tbe guards alt. 
Most of ihe passengers had been put on shore 
in the yawl, others paddled ashore on planks 
and boxes. The Tigress took them all off and 
brought tbem to Fort Pillow, where they were 
placed on board the Platte Valley, and arrived 
here Thursday morning. 

Only two cabin passengers are missing, 
Charles Kinney and a Mr. Dozier, but of ten 
deck passengers, names not known, and of 
the crew, it is probable that quite a number 
are lost. 

The most disgraceful part of the affair was 
the conduct of the crew of the Eugene after 
the accident. When the yawl was first low- 
ered to convey the lady passengers to the shore, 
the crew crowded into it and at first refused to 
allow the ladies to tie taken off. Afterwards, 
while the officers were engaged in trying to 
get the passengers taken ashore, the crew com- 
menced a series of wholesale plunderings, 
breaking open trunks, valises, and boxes of 
dry goods, and helping themselves to what- 
ever they chose. They also picked the pockets 
of the lady passengers of all the money they 
had, in some cases obtaining several hundred 
dollars. 

The captain and clerk, when their attention 
was called to these tacts, tried to stop them, 
hut only partially succeeded. We are told, 
hIso, that the mate of the boat, after lowering 
the yawl, demanded five dollars from each of 
the passengers for conveying them to tht! 
shore. We hope this is not rrue.

First The organization of a portion of this 
army into three general divisions is hereby 
announced. Three grand divisions will lie 
formed and commanded as follows: The Sec- 
ond and Ninth Corps will form tbe right 
ciind division. 'and w ill be commanded bj 
Major-Qcneral !.. \ . Sumner. The First and" 
Sixth Corps will form the left grand division, 
and will lie commanded by Major-General V\ . 
1!. Franklin. The Third and Fifth Corps will 
form ihe centre erand division, and will be 
commanded by Major-General Joseph Hooker.

Those cases which can only be decided by the 
Departmenta at Warhingtoti, they will for- 
ward directly to those Departments, without 
reference to these headquarters. 

All matters relating to the movements of 
troops, togelher with returns, reports, Ac , 
will be forwarded to these headquarters as 
usual. 

Third. The commanders of the3e grand di- 
visions will retain with them their respective 
staffs. Fourth. The senior officers of the J i. 
3d, "ith, and 8th corps will take Ihe command 
of these cor| s. and will forward to these head- 
quarters a list of re ommeqdations of officers 
to fill their stalls. Fifth. Brig. .Gen. S. Wil- 
liams, A. A. C, is a", pointed Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Adjutant General's Department in 
this army.

— A live- 
ly writer in All the Year Round discourses of 
"Little Old Men." He 3ays: 

It u astonishing how many middle-aged 
men are not more than four foot nothing, and 
the world, even to the wives of their bosoms, 
are not in the least aw are of the fact. Loni- 
lc Grand masqueraded it lluough life on high- 
heeled shoes and in a towering periwig; and 
it was only when he died that the undertaker 
first, and Europe afterwards, discovered thai 
be was a little man. Voltaire, again, was not 
half so tall as h" gave himself oiH, aud the 
world supposed him lo be. It is better, per- 
haps, that these lliings should be kept secrets 
of state, even from ourselves. It is not oood 
to find out too ranch about great men — about 
man altogether it may be. Are we anything 
the better for the information imparted to us. 
with a diabolical si:< cr bj Swill, that "man is 
only a forked straddling animal with bandy 
legs? 

Smul'-?>?f>! S'tvrrehfns. — It is curious to con- 
trast the images handed down to us of the 
illustrious dead who were of no great stature, 
with what might have been their semblance 
had they become old. Alexander the Great, 
(brail Apell.-ss Battery, was a little m m. 
Imagine the conqueror of Darius as both little 
and old! Or, more suggestive still, picture to 
yourself Napoleon the First had he survived 
Sir Hudson Lowe— who, by the way. did live 
to be old, and of no irreat stature — as a little 
old man — brisk, alert, snuffy, and with a 
scratch-wig: Not that little old kings ami 
emperors have bean, or are, raritio3. Sov- 
ereigns, as rule, run small. No doubt con- 
tinual preoccapatton hj devising beneficial 
measures for their subjects dries them up 
They are so good that they lose flesh. The 
weight of a crown contracts their joints. The 
odor of incense — like the gin given to the poor 
little children of acrobats — stops their growth. 
Turn over the Almanack de Oolha, and inter- 
leave it with cartes de visile, and yo^ will 
find ilie m ijority of European sovereigns to be 
below Ihe average si'.e. That long Pi nice Os- 
car, of Sweden, who came here iu May, was 
a phenomenon to rank iu a museum by Ihe 
side of the Emperor of Russia's colossal drum 
major, and O Brian, Hi- Irish giant. Besides, 
was not his Swedish bighuesss grandfilber, 
Buiaadoltc. the grenadier. 

The tfoier n Kittle Old Frenchman. — The 
mention uf continental potentates reminds me 
that Francs is to this day the country of little 
oldn.eti. Still at the Cafe de Foy, and other 
good old pigtail establishments, where smo- 
king is not permitted, and the poisonous ab- 
sintne emits no vapid odor — still in Luxem- 
bourg and Tuileries gardens; in saloons of 
the Faubourg St. Germain; in cabinets de 
lecture hard by the Odeon. do you meet the 
little oi l Frenchman with his cheerful dried 
chimpanzee face, his thatch of white stubble, 
his snow y ueckerchief,the red ribbon at his but- 
ton-hole, and the never-failing snuff-box in bis 
hand, ready to be offered to all acquaintances. 
In his youth he was a Marveillcux, a Musca- 
din, an lncroyable. He remembers the first 
Empire, the two Restorations, the Hundred 
Hays. IL- was a page to the Heine Ilortensc, 
perhaps: an officer in Charles the Tenth's 
Royal Gaurds, probably. He ceased to trouble 
himself with politics after the 27th of July, 
1830, 

At the monarchies, republics, and empires, 
which have succeeded Ihat convulsion, he 
shrugs his little shoulders with philosophic in- 
difference. "C est coinmc ca," he says. He 
speaks of all the kings, dictators, marshals, 
ministers, since 1H30, as "ccs Messieurs!'' Let 
us lift the hat to this little old Frenchman with 
his w eazen countenance ami thin legs, hisagile 
courteous ways. He, too, is fading out. A 
little old Frenchman of the stock once grave- 
ly accounted to me for the undeniable ugliness 
and boorishness of tbe modern Parisian or 
"Mossoo,'' by asserting that he was the uncon- 
scious offspring of the Cossacks who formed 
part of tlie army of occupation in 1815. It is 
a wise child that knows his own father. Be 
it as it may. i'. is in lubitanle that tbe graceful 
and jiolite little obi Frenchman — perfectly well 
known in Eugiish society forty years ago as tbe 
emigrant chevalier who taught dancing and 
the languages in ladies boarding-schools, who 
was as gallant as Illinois and as chivalrous as 
Bayard, and lived contentedly on twopence 
halfpenny a day, H on Ihe wane. 

Longevity. — Vour little old men abroad live, 
when they are to be found extant at all, to a 
prodigious age. They seem to be subject to 
the same mummifying influences as the bodies 
of the oi l mouks in Sicily. They grow very 
yellow, very withered, their bones seem to 
crack as they walk, but they don't die Take 
ray friend EStremadura, for instance. 1 have 
known Senor Ramon de Estrcmadura ever 
since 1 can remember Ihe knowledge of any- 
thing. That Hidalgo knew my papa, and ni 
has been deail fivc-and-thirty years. Estrc- 
madura was to old when 1 was a child that the 
nursed used to frighten me with him. I have 
met him oil' and on in almost every capital in 
Euro])c. Only this summer, drinking tea wiLfc 
certain friends, there came a brisk though 
tremulous little double knock at the door. 
"Ecoutez," cried the lady of the house; "Ihat 
surely is Estremadura s knock.'' Estremadura! 
There was a cry of derisive amusement. Ev- 
erybody agreed that be had been dead ten 
years. Somebody had seen an account of his 
funeral in the newspapers. 

But the door opened, and Estremadura made 
his appearance. He w as the same as ever 
The same yellow face, black bead-like eyes, 
innumerable wrinkles, fixed grin; the same 
straw hat) gra?s-grccn coat, white trowsers, 
and big stick — his rmarying costume ever 
since I had known him. ' How you do.' ' 
was his salutation tO me. "Ver will since I 
saw you lasse I " I had not «een him for fif- 
teen years. He chatted and talked and drank 
tea. He was asked whence he had come 
From Rome. Whither he was going? To 
Stockholm. He was charming; yet wecould 
not help feeling, all of us, as though we were 
sitting in the presence of a facetious phantom, 
of a jocular ghost It w.ls ratbera relief when 
he skipped away, and w as seen no more. I 
wond r whetl er he will ever turn up again. 
Il is clear that Estremadura is ninety, if he is 
a day old; yet I dare say he will read the ac- 
count of my death, if anybody fakes the trou- 
ble to advertise thai fact in the newspaper: 
and say, "Alia! and so be die. Eh! I knew 
his good papa ver well." 

Surely we should be careful in keeping up 
the breed of little old men at home as will al 

abroad. To me the] are Infinitely more agree 
able than big men, voung or old. Bui Ihej 
are dwindling away, they are vanishing 
fast. The litttle old ticket-iKjrters, with 
their white aprons, are being super 
seded by burly middle-aged messengers, or 
else bv bearded commissionaires. Artists get 
into tbe Academy before they are forty ; and 
the little old |iainler who remembers North 
cote, and to whom the Princess Amelia sat for 
her portrait, is a rara avis. 



Foreign Si" mm ah v.— Those who are inter- 
ested in ihe future of Italy may like to learn 
thai Napoleons final decision is to continue 
bis support of the Pope, iu Home, without anv 
territorial power save In Ihat city and a small 
cirelf around it, and Civila Vecchia as a port. 
I bis would recognize tbe possession, bv Victor 
Emmanuel, of w bat used to be marked on Ihe 
map as "States of the Church, "' but on thecon- 
n it ion that Hume shall remain the seat of the 
1'oniilicale, and not be claimed as Capital of 
ihe Kingdom of tlali-. Thus, Victor Emman- 
uel would rule over the whole or Italy, except 
Rome aud Venetia, and, before long, must 
probably, Austria would be dispofedto part 
with Venetia, for pecuniary and olher consid- 
■rodon*, and thus Italy would virtually be 
lice from Alps to A open iocs. To all appear- 
ance, it will be difficot, in selecting the future 
capital of Italy, to satisfy conflicting interests, 
Uonie being out of the question, for the pres- 
ent, the choice wnn'd seem to be between 
Milan, Florence, Turin, and Nuplc*~iione of 
which are sufficiently central. 

That, however, is not very important— Lon- 
don, largest of European cities, is situated iu 
ihe .-ontb of England; Edinburgh and Dublin 
are on the ea->t coasts nf8Mtland and Ireland; 
Paris and St. Petersburg oil I tic- nor!!i "f 
f ranee and Russia, and so on with other capi- 
tals. Il is expected Ihat in a short time Priori) 
Humbert, the King of Italy s eldest son. will 
govern Naples as Viceroy," provided that the 
war against the brigand . w le. are the scourge 
of what was the kingdom of the Two Sicilies, 
be successful. Had the conduct of this War 
been entrusted lo Garibaldi, the brigands 
would probably have been routed, and des- 
iroved or dispersed long ere this. Tlie health 
Or Garibaldi is stated to be most precarious, 
and it is doubtful whether amputation of his 
wounded leg above tile ririkle will not Uc ne- 
cessary to preserve his life. 

The King of Sweden, keeping pace with 
the growing demands of most European peo- 
ples HB ,l probably influenced by the lilieral 
example of his neighbor, the Emperor of Rus- 
sia, announce? the reduction of the national 
expenditures, the amelioration of the irldicial 
iystem, the subsiitution ol oonecripfion for 
voluntary enlistment in the army, and gener- 
al though gradual reform in various adminis- 
trative departments. 

The King of Prussia pursues Ihe uneven 
tenor of his way. Like Louis the Fourteenth, 
of Fram e, he is occupied by the idea that he 
is the Slate — thai his personal will ought to be 
Superior to law and constitution. lie sets 
aside the decision ot his Parliament w ith an 
easy coolness which would do credit to the 
nonchalance of Robert Macaire, and, while he 
sets the law at defiance, and treats the consti- 
tution as mere waste paper, evidently thinks 
himself a very ill-used man. 1 1 is his boast 
that he "reigns by the grace of God," and 
that he is to be tried only by his own con- 
science. He stands almost alone. His own 
son, and probable successor, has deserted him, 
and he remains the King opposed to the whole 
Prussian nation. It is about time for the peo- 
ple whom he misgoverns to send him to keep 
company with Ctho of Greece, Francis of 
Austria, and the deposed rulers of Tuscany, 
Modena. and Parma. 

The French Government has given the 
strongest assurance to Spain thai it has no in- 
tention of making Mexico a French colonv, 
under any circumstances. 

It is staled, in the strongest terms, in the 
Globe and other semi-official organs of Lord 
i'almerston, that Lord Lyons took no special 
instructions to Washington, and that there is 
not the slightest prospect or intention of inter- 
fering, in any wav. in the American contest. 
Mr. Spence, the Liverpool pamphleteer and 
polite letter- writer extraordinary of the Times, 
lias started a new idea, viz. : that "the State 
of Virginia was acknowledged by England as 
an independent sovereign community before 
the great majority of the Northern States had 
any evidence; that w hen the independence ot 
the colonies was acknowledged, ol which she 
was the oldest and the chief, they were not 
acknowledged as provinces of a union", but 
each of them severally and distinctly as inde- 
pendent communities," and that Virginia 
never lost this independence, never was con- 
quered, and never abdicated "that sovereignly 
of her people and lapsed into a province. 

Against these startling assertions that l!i» 
independence of tbe thirteen United States, 
as a body, and uot as distinct provinces, wes 
acknowledged by England in the treaty of 
1 782-*:;, and that England took a strange way 
of acknowledging the independent sovereign 
community of Virginia, inasmuch as with 
Scarcer/ any interregnum, from the first settle- 
ment, during the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
until the flight of Lord Duomore, iu the sum- 
mer of '. 77ii, that province was always ruled 
by an English governor. 

The distress among the Lancashire opera- 
tires had so much increased that, by Chrisl- 
inus. 1,000,000 of them will be supported 
wholly out of the poor rates. The International 
Exhibition, which was scarcely equal to ils 
predecessor, ihe World's Fair of]8,")l, has 
losed, and wiil be reopened for one day in 
January, when the Prince of Wales, immedi- 
ately before his marriage, is to distribute the 
irizes. His mother had returned to England 
rom Germany, in comparatively good beatlh 
ind spirits, and the rumor of her intending lo 
ibdicate in favor of her son is treated as a 
palpable canard. She isjustus likely to marry 
again as to abandon her sceptre. 

Those who knew Sheridan Knowlcs in this 
ounlry. in 1831-5. may regret to learn that he 
ii suffering from severe and, it is apprehended, 
dangerous illness. He was staying for some 
time at Matlack, in Derbyshire; but, on ac- 
count of increasing debility, was removed to 
Torquay, in Devonshire, a marine seclusion 
which, from its genial climate, is considered 
the Montpeliex of England. Mr. Knowlcs is 
in his seventy-ninth year, and having been 
born on May 12th, 178J, is live months older 
than Lord I'almerston. His circumstance l 
are easy, a Government pension of $1,0')Q a 
ear having been granted to him in 1817. an 1 
the nightly fees for performing his plays yield- 
ing him a considerably larger income. Soon 
after he was pensioned, he became a Dissenting 
Minister, in which capacity he preached 
trongly against the stage, though, withpabj 
mble inconsistency, he continued to receive 
11/0 annual emoluments from his own plays — 
so difficult is it, at times, to make theory and 
practice assimilate. 

A novelty in railwayism has occurred in 
Ireland. On a proposal to connect Loudonj 
rry with Lough S.villy, by a railway of fif- 
teen miles, tbe greater portion of the requisite 
land was given lo the company by the estate 
holders of the district, who were confident 
that the increased facilities for travelling and 
freight to be thus created would materially in- 
asc the value of their land. This stands in 
strong contrast with the conduct of land- 
owners generally, in like circumstances. Fur 
instance, when tbe Eastern Counties' Rail- 
way (England) was planned, it was necessa- 
ry to run a few miles of it through the estates 
ol Lord Petrc and Mr. Labyucherc. 

For this "severance," as it is called, the peer 
received $700,000 for land, w hich was worth 
3,000, and the commoner received $175,0007 
The value of both estates was very much in- 
reased by the railway pissing through them. 
Lord l'etre retained the money which he lit- 
erally had screwed out of the railway com- 
pany i having compelled them, by a chancery 
sail, lo fulfil their foolish contract with him I, 
but Mr. Labouchere's son (now Lord Taunton i, 
nding his estate less deteriorated than was 
expected, voluntarily returned $7Ti,ooo to tbe 
company. The conduct of Ihe Irish contrail! 
liivorahly with that of the English landowners 
PkUadetphis Press.

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tS3J~ A prolongation of the war is ardently 
oVsired by Ihe rebels, a.-! they think it will in- 
i-renso the chances of recognition for the South- 
ern Confederacy by the leading European 
powers. The, deplorable failure of their recent 
raids upon Maryland and Kentucky has con- 
vinced them of the impossibility of transfer- 
ring the war and iU attendant desolation to 
the States which have remained true to the 
Union and loyal to the Government. They 
have found that the curses of rehellion, though 
temporarily removed from their parent nest 
in the Confederacy, "still come home to roost." 
Their great object now is to permit no reverse 
even if they can achieve no success. The neg- 
ative advantages of not receiving an over- 
whelming defeat they regard as a positive vic- 
tory; the show of vigorous opposition, tenaci- 
ty of purpose, and powers of endurance, are as 
important to them just now for the manufac- 
ture of recognition capital in tha European 
markets as would be the resultsof a favorable 
campaign. They have not disabused their 
minds of the insane idea that the whole world 
is the abject subject of King Cotton, and that 
when he 

Afcjtimes the Rod. afreets to nod, 
And skeins In shake tbe spheres, 
the manufacturing interests which control all 
Christendom must pay tribute to him, shout 
"a present deity!" and fall at his feet in com- 
pulsory recognition. It may seem strange 
that they have so long hoped against hope and 
that they f.iffcr themselves to be tickled with 
every straw which they imagine shows how 
the wind blows, but the whole rebellion has 
been an infatuation, and this hope of recog- 
nition, like jealousy, "makes the meat it feeds 
on." The result is that they go blindly on, 
"in rage strike wide," and, when they find 
that they cannot punish loyalty with the 
science of Tom Ilyer or Heenan, they substi- 
tute the bull-headed obstinacy and endurance 
of Deaf liurke who could receive a blow on 
his forehead which would have prostrated nn 
ox. They have none of the old Titanic force 
which would have nttcmpted to scale the 
heaven of recognition, hut, in an interval ot 
(heir intoxication, they sit i|uietly down 
waiting for events, ns the old toper waited for 
his bedstead to come round! Let ns see now 
how far they make confession of wrong while 
they are praying for the consummation of their 
hopes. The Richmond Examiner, referring to 
the rumor that Belgium had been put forward 
as a cat's-paw to take the roasted chestnut out 
of the fire for France and England, says: 

The effect of recognition would be very ad- 
vantageous to the South. In the eye ot Inter- 
nation.il Law wc should cense to be rebels, 
and would stand forth by the verdict of na- 
tions, not only «3 an independent, but as de- 
serving to bean independent community. At 
present, the attitude of the world towards us 
is merely one of mere toleration. We are as 
yet, in the eye of diplomacy and of established 
authority, an illegal organization, resisting 
constituted authorities At present, the oppro- 
brium of this war is, in the eye of regular au- 
thority, upon OS. Recognition would, ip*t 
facto, reverse all this. It would at once trans- 
fer the odium, justly attachiny to thin strife, 
away from our own shoulders upon tho-e upon 
which it rightfully rests. We should cease to 
b" rebels, and the North would become re spoil 
Bible) for aggressive war, invasion, and all the 
tin incident to a system of wholesale carnage 
and murder. 

Here are most humiliating confessions. This 
rebellion, justly odious to all "established au- 
thority," which means wherever civilization 
extends, ennnot transfer that odium from its 
own shoulders without the tnlismanic in- 
fluence of European recognition; "the oppro- 
bium of the war' which is now upon the 
Confederates cannot be lemoved except by 
the wave of tbe same magic wand, and reliefs 
would cease to be rebels not because their 
"successful treason is no longer treason," but 
because foreign nations, to whom they owe no 
allegiance and who are jealous of the mijestic 
destiny of our I'nion, are ready to whitewash 
them and send the Confederate Slates out upon 
the world with a clean bill of lading as Semmes 
and his privateer "No. 290" were sent out 
upon the ocean from the British dockyards to 
prey on the commerce of nil nations. Abject 
servility to the hostile European powers gov- 
erns the rebels' every nction, even to placing 
their "new republic" in a condition similar to 
Ihe petty nations which exist at the will or 
*he great powers and look to them for protec- 
tion. That this is no exaggeration we can 
prove by the Richmond Whig, which says: 

The tnfoTCtd reisotion of great tMUtary ope- 
ration* 'luring the winter will present the most 
favorable opportunity for the notion of Euro- 
pean statesmen. They will probably begin by 
attempts at mediation." Unless the temper of the 
North has been decidedly changed tliese over- 
tures will be met by peremptory refusal or by 
cunning evasion. It will then become a ques- 
tion whether the South is to be recognized in 
den ance of the North. Should this course be 
determined on, it would indicate not onlv a 
deliberate judgment of the uselessness of fur- 
ther perseverance on the part of the North, 
but a determination that the South must be 
rendered independent. She would then oc- 
cupy a position somewhat analogous to tilax* 
States whose existence has been guaranteed 
by treaty. 

Where are all the boastings we used to hear, 
when now the rebels talk of an enforced ar- 
mistice, which means that they will run away 
from the Union forces whenever they can, and 
keep them tramping about in pursuit during the 
rigors of the approaching winter? They have 
bidden "farewell to the big wars that make am- 
bition virtue," and hope to conqueran inglori- 
ous peace through the agency of diplomatic in- 
trigues. They have evidence which they can- 
not overlook that recognition is out of the 
question, although recognition would be of 
little practical utility to the rebels, and yet 
they hope that intervention may be hatched 
out from this new policy of an "enforced ces- 
sation of great military operations during the 
winter." What is the le3son that the United 
States Government is to learn from all tliese 
craven confessions of its rebellious enemies? 
Simply this: "Delays are dangerous." Then 
let our I'nion armie3 advance in their majesty 
and might. Let Bumside in Virginia, Foster 
in North Carolina, and Rom, hi mil in Tennes- 
see, all move onward to the heart of the rebel- 
ion, which is its railroad communication be- 
tween Richmond and Chattanooga, and by 
this means we can compel a return to allegi- 
ance and a recognition of the supremacy of 
the Jaws. Let us have action instead of in- 
action, bustle instead of lethargy, and storms 
of iron hail instead of showers of rose leaves. 
This change of policy will forbid the bans 
" hi -h Gladstone has published, and the Con- 
federate Statos will be told that they are al- 
ready united in indissoluble bonds, and can 
contract no new alliance. Every mile of ad- 
vance by our armies and every blow struck 
for victory are so many bright assurances of 
the ultimate restoration of the I'nion and the 
disenthralment of the loyal masses in the 
South, who are now, by an infamous con- 
scription, compelled to fight in a cause they 
doteet, and whose free spirits are subjugated 
by the most debasing despotism the world'3 
history ever chronicled. 



At i r.oFu Octkaoi.— We find the following ' 
in tbe last number of the Lexington Observer: j 
Wc regret to learn that a rather unexpected, ! 
high-handed measure upon the part of the ; 
lui'litarv was resorted to at Nicholasville on j 
Mondav last, it being County Court day for 
Jessamine county. A gentleman from this i 
city, w ho was on the ground, informs us j 
Inst a number of negroes belonging to tbe es- 
tate of • Mr. Singleton, of that county, were 
offered for sale by the Sheriff under execution. 
When the first one was put up and several 
bids made, the sale was peremptorily stopped 
by the PtOVTjol Marshal, who gave the negroes 
passes and told than to go home. This o< - 
i urrence has caused no little leeling in this 
romtnunitv, and will cau-e alarm throughout 
Kentucky. The laws of the State have been 
trampled upon by military power— a power 
understood to have been sent not only to insure 
the enforcement of the laws but to proteot the 
rights of all loyal citizens. Kentucky is a 
slave Slate, and as loyal a State ns there is in 
the Union, and its laws are entitled to 
respect. It is not on enemy's territory, as 
some of Ihe Federal soldiers now in our midst 
seem to regard it. The rush of negroes, or 
"contrabands," as they arc more fashionably 
termed, into the camps liereabouts—from which 
there is the greatest difficulty to rescue them 
—has already caused much trouble and vexa- 
tion, but this direct interference with the exe- 
cution of the laws nt Nicholasville on Monday 
hu excited an indignant feeling of pain and 
alarm. It is earnestly to be hoped that our 
Generals in com man a wiil look to this mat- 
ter, and do something to inspire our peo- 
ple with n feeling at least of partial security in 
holding their property and disposing of it nt 
will. Should those charged with the direction 
of military affairs in Kentucky fail not only 
to furnish this security, but countenance the 
suppression of legal rights and legal remedies 
among us, consequences will inevitably follow 
that will be deeply lamented by every man 
who values the public peace, and looks to the 
progress of our armies to aid in the enforce- 
ment of the laws in the communities in which 
they may be temporarily thrown. 

We are glad to learn that no popular out- 
break grew out of this alf.iir at the time and 
place of its occurrence. 

If the facts of the case are as the Observer 
supposes, wc can endorse in the fullest manner 
what that paper says upon the subject. We 
must, however, await further iufuruialion be- 
fore making any comments of our own. We 
hope to find that there is no occasion for ex- 
citement. Of course the proper authorities 
will feel it their duty to institute a prompt in 
vestigation of the affair. If any officer, civil 
or military, has taken upon himself to break 
upnquietauction-snleof servants in Kentucky 
without some special and overpowering reason 
not referred to in the Observer's remarks, he 
will certainly be brought to exemplary pun- 
ishment. To doubt this would be to doubt 
that wc have in our State any Government 
worth having. 

i ;lt cauuot be denied that some of the Fed- 
eral troops in Kentucky have behaved badly 
in regard to slaves and given our people a 
great deal of trouble, aud even inflicted upon 
them very material injury, but we trust that 
all the wrongs done were wholly unauthor 
ized, that compensation will as far as possible 
be made for them, aud that effectual means 
will be adopted to prevent their repetition 
Kentuck3' is loyal, and she expects and dc 
mands for her people the protection of the Con 
stitution and the laws. Let not her soil be 
trampled by the hoofs of either military or 
civil tyranny.

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 16, 18G2. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

it is perfectly amazing that really able and 
good men, in critical times like these, so often 
fall into strange and dangerous errors, on in 
stant and urgent public questions whereon 
certain portion ot the popular mind looks to 
such as a test. For example, I have a high 
respect for the loyal qualities, general ability 
and enthusiastic earnestness of Mr. Holt, of 
Kentucky. But what sort of doctrine is this 
which hcannounces in a recently published let 
ter? In effect, he considers it pitiful to extend 
the ble*sing* of our Constitution to the rtbe 
States. He thinks that «»v institution should 
be crushed that stands in the wm/ of what h 
considers and styles the Union. To my appro 
hension, for Mr. Holt, those are very remark 
able and very unsound savings. 

In the first place, this statement conveys 
grave error in point of fact. .Superficially 
considered Mr. Holt would read — The loyal 
Slates are urged by the conservatives to sti| 
port the rebellion, to protect traitors. This is 
pitiful, and I (Mr. Holt) am disgusted with it 
Nothing else eon be conveyed by his useo, 
the sentence, "extending the blessings of our 
constitution to rebels." Such an error as this 
ought not to be allowed to pass into a catch- 
word. As one, I loudly protest against this as 
unsound, untrue, and as liable to most unsafe 
perversion. Not only to the rebels in arms, 
but to the whole world of mm doe3 America 
open her doors and offer her "blessings." 
What loyal conservative, Mr. Holt, goes 
beyond this? Are the rebellious States, in 
point of law, Ml or out of the Union? If 
legally they are out, we have no moral right 
to coerce them. If in the Union, they are 
in by virtue of law, are they not ? And, if so, 
by what law unless that law is the Constitu- 
tion? Then shall they not have all their 
rights, all that they are entitled to as "bles- 
sings", under this Constitution? Why should 
Mr. Holt consent to confuse the questions of 
civil and military law? Assuredly he knows 
that if the loyal men of the land have not 
both the sen3e nnd the |K>wor to preserve be- 
tween these a proper distinction, and nt the 
same time to assert both laws, the civil and 
the military, then the war for the Union and 
the Constitution is a failure, our government 
is dethroned, and anarchy exists. Can there 
be a doubt but that public teachers should 
keep this distinction marked broadly and 
deeply on the general mind during this sus- 
ceptible period in our affairs when words and 
passion are tending to usurp tilings and reason 
in men's heads? 

As to "crushing any ami every institution 
that stands in the way of I'nion" — this is 
strange phraseology for Kentucky. It sounds 
quite like tbe "higher law." To my ear the 
phrase is so out of tune that it racks every 
nerve in my body. What is our "Union." 
Of course it Is nothing more nor let* than an 
a SK r eg ft f'on of ''institution*,' 1 each conforma- 
ble to (he interests of the parties or States 
that establish them, under the delegated pow - 
er of a representative government. To "crush" 
any one of tliese "institutions," as such, is by 
one blow to destroy the Union. If Mr. Holt 
could be divined as meaning that he advo- 
cates a war for territory, a war of extermina- 
tion, then, indeed, one might well comprehend 
that he would "crush" all that stood in his 
way ! 

I have called attention to this letter of Mr. 
Holt, especially because it is to-day being 
loudly vaunted over aud widely printed by 
the abolition journals, and not because, as a 
New Y'ork correspondent, I have the imperti- 
nence to offer an opinion as to what Ken- 
tucky should do, her people, her Legislature, 
whenever these shall choose to consider the 
proposition of emancipation.

Campaign in Kentucky and Tennessee,'' favor 
tos with an early interview? 

feisTFRN Kkxticky. — The short despatch 
from Colonel Dils, of the 30th Kentucky, to 
General Finnell, which we publish to-day, 
brings t!ie cteering news th:it the rebels have 
bo longer a hold in Kentucky. Colonel Dils 
has repeated the lessons which Nelson and 
Garfield heretofore taught them, dispersing 
the whole crew, capturing all their camp 
equipage and meansof transportation, making 
prisoners in goodly numbers, and scattering 
the rest in Higbt through Pound Gap. This 
gallant achievement is all the more praise- 
worthy because Colonel Dils s regiment has 
not yet been mustered into the service, though 
he is fast filling it up from the Rig Sandy 
country with men who arc thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the haunts of the rebels. The 
3:>th Kentucky is a regiment of Mounted In- 
fantry, the most effective kind of service for 
our mountain warfare, and no one can deny 
that Colonel Dils, in thus advancing and 
letting his boys try their hands, is drilling them 
in the most efficient school of the soldier. A coi - 
respondent of the Cincinnati Commercial says 
the regiment, consisting of about four hundred 
men, left Catlettsburg, on the 20th ult., where 
it had been compelled to rest Tor 6oihe weeks, 
there being a heavy rebel force on the upper 
waters of the Big Sandy river; but immediate- 
ly after Marshall's force passed toward Vir- 
ginia, Colonel Dils, with his ffcw men, ad- 
vanced on a forced march, which was con- 
tinmd trot only until they arrived Where Col. 
Hawkins was, but followed in close pursuit 
for four days and nights, the rebels having 
fled at tBeirttear approach. In the pursuit Col. 
Dils took all the hear paths to cut oil Haw- 
kins, in which the regiment passed over many 
of the highee*. and most l ugged passes and 
peaks of Pike county, and came within two 
or three miles of heading off tbe rebels three 
times. During the pursuit the men were for 
three days without any bread only as they 
chanced to pick up a bite at country houses, 
living chiefly on broiled beef.

good. We have, indeed, subjected ourselves 
to much crimination in \arious parts of the 
State because we have not been boisterously 
adverse to what the complainants felt were 
invasions of their lawful rights. A great 
number of letters have been addressed to me, 
as Mayor of tbe city, by unfledged military 
officers, abusing the civil authorities in the 
coarsest and grossest style, merely because wo 
were enforcing lhe laws of the Commonwealth 
and of the city. Louisville is denounced by 
the rebels as a den of abolitionists and Lin- 
colnites, and by some characters who pro- 
fess to lie Union men the city is grave- 
ly charged with being a nest of 
negro thieves and kidnappers, with kindred 
variations of these epithets. But a day or two 
Bince, au Illinois regiment reached here from 
the upper part of tbe State, and they brought 
with them a lot of negroes belonging to Ken- 
tnckians who, unfortunately, lived on the line 
oftbemarih of this Illinois regiment. The 
owners, under the full and undisputed guaran- 
tees of the national faith, and of the laws of 
this Commonwealth, followed the marauding 
regiment to this city, under lhe hope of recov- 
ering their property. They saw the negroes 
and identified them as their property, but the 
attempt to restore the property to the lawful 
owners was met by armed resistance of the 
soldiers. A repetition of this attempt by the 
same regimeUf— "the Seventh-seventh Illinois 
^"-on the irlornihg of the l'Jth, did not end 
cjuite as successfully to the regiment. Some 
of the Jiolice Visited the regiment, and ar- 
rested one of the stolen negroes. He hui- 
ried him into a wagon and started to the city. 
An armed force of the depredators, with an 
officer at their head, procured a wagon and 
started in pursuit. When they reached the 
jail the negro was in tbe front yard of the jail, 
in the custody of the officers, and the officer, 
at tbe head of his lories, threateningly ad- 
vanced upon the police to make an attack upon 
them and recover the negro. The privates of 
the squad were armed with weapons placed in 
their hands by the national authorities, and 
tbe people or Louisville and of Kentucky 
have a right to inquire whether these national 
arms were placed in the hands of these 
rneu for such objects as these. It is due 
to the officer to say that he did 
thus degrade the national weapons.

A correspondent 
writes from the latter placet 

Placed on » HUM , on board a boat slowly 
towed by a steamer, he reached the little mole 
of La Spezzia. It was like a day of midsum- 
mer, the sea without a ripple, tlie sky cloud- 
less, and the whole scenery of the bealltinll 
bay in its brightest, fresher'' coloring, as the 
procession of hoftW, dolled here and there- 
with the rcd=sliiricil figures, drew nigh the 
pior. from two hundred and fifty to three 
hundred at the utmost were assembled to greet 
him, and with respectful sympathy they re- 
ceived bim in deep silence, without ft try or 
a cheer.

We a*-e ngnling the enemies of the I'nion, 
under the constitutional laws, to maintain 
them in their supreme power, nnd to preserve 
ind perpetuate tliem in all their integrity and 
purity. While asking for nothing that Is 
wrong, we will not submit to what is not 
right. Kentucky feels that it is her duty to 
do nil in her power to restore nnd perpetuate 
the Cnion, and to that she has steadily devo- 
ted her energies, under circumstances that 
none of the other loyal States had to encoun- 
ter.

COMMENHAIILE LlURAUTY OF A RAILROAD. 

The burning of the baggage car on the Great 
Western Railway, on Wednesday morning, 
entailed a heavy loss on the American Express 
Company, the money and valuables entrusted 
to their cure for transportation amounting to 
about $20,000. The promptness and generosi- 
ity displayed by the officers of the road, in 
compensating the passengers for their losses, 
is deserving the highest commendation. Mr. 
James Peacock, District Superintendent, us 
<oon nsthe news of the disaster reached him, 
with characteristic promptness telegraphed to 
the conductor to inform the passengers that 
their losses should be fully made up to them 
as soon as they should arrive at Windsor. 

Accordingly, when the train arrived, each 
passenger made out a statement of his or her 
ioss, and received full value in money for ail 
articles burned, with the exception of money 
and articles of jewelry, which the road will 
not undertake to carry, and for which they 
are not, of course, responsible. An English 
gentleman, just from the old country, hud 
among his baggage $9,000 in gold, and it was 
afterw ard found among the ruins partially 
melted by the intense heat to which it had 
been subjected. He will probably suffer but 
little loss by the operation. Most of the pas 
sengers seemed in good spirits, and all spoke 
in the highest terms of praise of the liberal 
spirit manifested by the officers of lhe road in 
remunerating them for lost baggage. Tb 
company has paid out about $7,000 for this 
purpose.

AK1UVAL OK TIIK STKAMEK PETISIA. 

New Viikk, Nov. 20. 
The steamer Persia from Liverpool the 8th 
and Queenstown the Olh arrived here this 
evening. 

It is announced that seven powerful steam- 
ers — five of which will be of one thousand 
horse power each — are to be placed on the line 
from Havre to New York, with branch steam- 
ers from New York to the West Indies.

K kmiir an dt Peale's Painting.— Rembrandt 
Pcalo, who died atioiit two years since at the 
age of eighty-two, was the last survivor of the 
many artiste to whom Washington sat for a 
portrait. The Philadelphia Press says he was 
a mere youth at the time, but was a fair 
draughtsman, under his father's teaching, at 
the age of eight. When the father was paint- 
ing Washington's portrait, the son was also 
permitted to set up his easel for the same pur- 
pose. The result was a |»rtrait which hold- 
rank, a* a characteristic likeness, almost equal 
to that by Gilbert Stuart. For many years 
before his death, he had to supply copies of 
this portrait to the numerous admirers of the 
Father of his country, in all parts of the Union, 
and al*o in England, Scotland, Germany, and 
France. By order o f his executors, Mr. Peale's 
valuable collection of paintings, oil, water 
color, and crayon sketches, ongravings, auto 
graph-book, and manuscripts, were sold on 
Tuesday. 

The articles consist of engravings, chiefly 
after modern artists, ami a book of original 
tracings by Wertmuller, whoso portrait of 
Washington was engraved for Irving's biog- 
raphy of the soldier-statesman. Next, a num- 
ber of crayon and other drawings by Mr. 
Pcale, and a small original sketch of a mother 
and chUd. Then a great many oil paintings 
by Mr. Peale, including one by his father. 
These paintings are chiefly original, though 
two copies of Uubens's St. Cecilia claim es- 
pecial attention. They consist of all sorts of 
subjects, principally portraits, among which 
are Mr. Peale s truly lac-simile copies of the 
portraits of Washington by Pine, Stuart, anil 
Trumbull; copies of his own Washington, of 
his father's, and other likenesses of the hero, 
in various costumes — senatorial, military, and 
civil. There is also a noble equestrian por- 
trait, highly finished for tho purpose of being 
engraved, though it never was. Moreover, 
the duplicate of Rembrandt Peale's original, 
taken in IViiii, from which he painted seventy - 
niuo copies, is now widely distributed and 
highly esteemed in this country and in Rurope. 

The portrait of Mrs. Washington, by Mr. 
Peale's father, is in this sale. The autograph 
book contains letters from Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Franklin, and twenty-three other emi- 
nent Americans whose names are historical. 
Mr. Peale's own manuscripts, in this sale, are 
his Lecture on Washington and his Portraits, 
and a precious book entitled "Notes of tlu 
Painting' Room," being the experience of half 
a century, by Mr. Peale, himself, to the value 
and interest of which thoso excellent artists, 
Thomas Sully aud A. ]i. Durund, bear warm- 
ly approving testimony. It Mr! Pcale wrote as 
well as he spoke, the work must bo an accept- 
able addition to the literature of Art. His 
conversational powers were great; bis lan- 
guage copious and forcible; his memory as 
accurate as it was largo; and his manner at 
once easy and genial. His recollections of 
Washington were vivid, and he was wont to 
speak, with the simple dignity of desert, of the 
unanimity with which persons most intimate 
with Washington had volunteered their favor- 
able opinion of the accuracy and spirit of the 
Peale portrait. Above all, Charles Wilson 
Pcale, to whom Washington had repeatedly 
6a t, candidly admitted that his son, Rembrandt, 
had produced a better portrait than himself or 
Stuart. 

A Champion ok Crinoline. — The Bos',on 
Traveller says the women in Vienna have 
come out against hoops, and if they can ef- 
fect it, crinoline is to go under, instead of over. 
The fair Viennese do not give the law in 
matters of dress, that law being expounded 
and administered by the Parisian dames; and 
the French women may think it their duty to 
support the hoop against this attempt at inno- 
vation. The quarrel would be a revival of the 
old lulle between Franco and Austria with a 
new phase, and with petticoats instead, of 
coats to figure in it. Until they can lay down 
the law, the Austrian ladies cannot put down 
the hoop. They are "heavy swells,'' are the 
Austrian aristocrats, but the swelling petticoat 
will be too much for them. The fashion that 
now prevails wa3, we believe, derived origi- 
nally from tho court dress of the Austrian 
house, centuries ago, which makes the Vien- 
nese movement in opposition to it all the more 
remarkable. Women should adhere to the 
hoop, lor it makes the best form of dress that 
has been worn for years; and a street full of 
hooplcss women would be as intolerable as 
one full of men in their shirt-sleeves, or with 
bare feet. The frequency with which the 
hoop has been brought into fashion, during 
several centuries, notwithstanding the war 
that has always been waged against it by 
rusty, crusty, musty, fusty old bachelors and 
similar detrimentals, is the best proof of its 
excellence, its beauty, its fitness, and its popu- 
larity with women, who are the best, as they 
should be the sole, judges of what it is proper 
for them to wear. As to condemning crino- 
line because it occasionally happens that a 
woman ii burnt in it, we should as 
soon think of condemning marriage be- 
cause occasionally a man kills his wife 
or a woman occasionally runs away from 
her husband to prevent his killing her. Peo- 
ple have been burnt before now because they 
were Christians, but we never could see that 
that was an argument against Christianity. 
Besides, didn't our great-grandmothers wear 
hoops? They did, and such Spreading ones, 
too, as would drive our anti-hoopers mad, 
were they to catch a sight of them. The hoops 
that are worn to-day are but ns the skeletons 
of the hoops that flourished when George the 
Second reigned; and we wonder how any 
Boston woman could have walked down Han- 
over street little more than a century ago; and 
certainly she couldn't have left it by the way 
of Salutation street. A hoop of 18U2 bears 
about as much resemblance to a hoop of 1712 
as the elephant of to-day bears to the mam- 
moth that was before the year one. Queen 
Anne, who died some time ago, would hardly 
consider our handsome dames and maidens ns 
members of the great hoop circle, were she per- 
mitted to revisit the glimpses of the moon. She 
would wonder at what people were grumbling, 
and would declare that the hoop of 18ti2 was the 
just medium between the hoop that had once 
encompassed her own fair form and no hoop at 
all. It is the golden mean, of which philoso- 
phers talk, but which it was reserved for 
women to discover, and to turn to the purposes 
of practical life. We hope that the French 
women will, in tho war of hoops, give those 
of Austria aSolferino. 



The Situation or Piucb's Army.— The 
Memphis Bulletin says that the men belong- 
ing to Blythe's regiment, which has been ly- 
ing sixteen or eighteen miles south of Mem- 
phis, received summonses last week to rendez- 
vous in full force on Sunday last, at or noar 
Uernando. There are about six hundred on 
the list; it is believed they muster nearly five 
hundred. All the guerilla parties in the sur- 
rounding parts were also called in. It is sup- 
posed that the whole will l>e marched South, 
perhaps to join Price at Abbey ville. The Bul- 
letin adds: 

A large number of citizens of II0II3- Springs 
are reported to have moved South, only those 
remaining who intend to stay within the Fed- 
eral lines. Price was moving all his provis- 
ions, ammunition, and tuUeruU of every kind 
to Abheyville, where it is expected a stand 
will be made. Abbeyville is distant about 
twenty-three miles from Holly S]«-ings. It is 
across the Tallahatchie River from Holly 
Springs, and lies between one and two miles 
from the river, ou the ground that rises above 
the river bottom. It is situated on the Missis- 
sippi railway beyond the bridges, and consists 
only of a plantation, store, |)OStoffice, and de- 
pot; there is nothing that can be called a vil- 
lage. 

Oxford, a place largo enough to have a 
newspaper, lies some twelve miles beyond 
Abbeyville, ulso on the railroad. When the 
winter rains Uegin to tall the Tallahatchie as- 
sumes large proportions. It has very exten- 
sive bottoms, covered with timber, vmes, and 
thick undergrowth. When the waters are up 
they cover the bottoms, until the river in nianv 
places rolls its muddy waters along a breadth 
of a mile. The place where General Price has 
taken his stand is believed, from the nature of 
the country, to be well choscnr it is expected lo 
present strong difficulties to the enemy, espe- 
cially when the river is high or rather broad 
It U btllevtd to be Price's object to keep hie

NEW PLAN OF Pl'BLIC CREDIT AND CTRBEfJ- 1 
CV— MEMORIAL. Of TUB MKBCHANTo AND 
FINANCIERS OF NEW VoRK. 
To the Congress of (he U. S. of Amtrica: 

Your memorialists respectfully represent 
that the financial affairs of our Government 
require to be so systematized as to command 
the confidence of the country in the adminis- 
tration of the business of the'Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

That the system pursued by the head of the 
Trea-ury of issuing irredeemable demand notes, 
certificates of indebtedness, 7-10 bonds, and 
certificates of deposits for short loans, is accu- 
mulating nn enormous demand debt that will 
soon create an uncontrollable alarm among 
business men, if it does not totally destroy the 
national credit. 

1 1 appears, from statements made by the 
chief of the Treasury, that only sixty-eight 
Billions of our public debt have been funded 
in twenty year bonds since the rebellion com- 
menced, and that the Treasury depends upon 
temporary loans to supply all the funds re- 
quired for the expenses of the Government be- 
yond the income from revenue and taxes. 

It is not possible to inveiK a more hazardou.i 
plan of finance, to provide money to pay the 
c urrent indebtedness of a great country in- 
volved in nn expensive and protracted war. 
Against this extraordinary practice your me- 
morialists respectfully but earnestly protest. 

It is a custom among business men as well 
as Governments lo make short loans when 
money is dear, and long loans when money is 
cheap. But the Treasury reverses this common 
practice. For, while money has been cheap 
beyond all precedent during the last eight 
months, tho Treasury has made few twenty 
year loans, and has restricted its borrowing to 
loans of an extremely temporary character. 
The only reason we nave beard assigned for 
this plan of national financiering is that this 
war must be of very short duration, ami that 
when i t ends our twenty year bonds will bring 
a great premium. Your memorialists are not 
able to fix the time when peace will be re- 
stored to our country; but they do say that it 
is a matter of mathematical certainty thai, if 
peace is restored within a few years, a demand 
for money will spring up in all departments of 
trade, manufactures, sad commerce to so great 
an extent that the price of money will rule 
higher than at any former period of our com- 
mercial history; and, when money is thus in 
demand, can the Treasury expect the capital- 
talists of our country to divert their funds 
from theso natural channels of business to iu- 
vest in six per cent bonds? 

The time when the Treasury could have 
funded six per cent bonds at par, to the extent 
of live hundred millions, has now parsed av, ay. 
not soon to return. 

The paralysis of trade, which destroyed 
business and the demand for money, nnd threw 
it back upon banks and capitalists, is disa|>- 
peariog, and speculation, trade, commerce, 
and manufactures are gradually creating the 
same demand for capital that existed before 
the rebellion. Thus it becomes necessary to 
resort to some other means of obtaining money 
to carry on this war aud meet the wants of the 
country. 

It should be remembered that our condition 
as a i>eople is different from any other. It is a 
well known fact that we have no large capi- 
talists that can absorb any considerable 
amount of new securities. Our capitalists 
have their money invested in bonds aud mort- 
gages, real estate, State bonds, bank insurance, 
and other local stocks. It would be extremely 
injurious to tho interests of all classes of our 
people were these securities and properties 
forced upon the market to raise money to iu- 
vest in government bonds at any time; but 
especially would it be so at a time when trade, 
commerce, anil manufactures shall, after the 
peace, again ask for the facilities which can 
alone be obtained in an easy money market. 

It is also an important fact that a greater 
portion of the available capital of this country 
is employed in trade and business, and is thus 
used for the profit it will earn, instead of an 
annual interest upon revenue securities. 

This condition of our country is know n to 
us all, and is the practical demonstration and 
evidence of the intelligence, enterprise, and 
thrift of our people; and hence we esteem 
thoso evidences of debt most valuable that 
possess the most convertible character, while 
they contain the intrinsic merit of certain 
value. 

In consequenco of these facts and conclu- 
sions, your memorialists desire to present to 
you a system of American finance which will 
conform to the condition and genius of our 
people, and which will make the burden of a 
tieavy debt bear as lightly as possible upon all 
interests, by adjusting it to the shoulders ol 
traders, bankers, and capitalists. 

In our country "money" is that article 
which the federal government should declare 
to bo a legal tender, and the public will take 
Ibis money so long as trade and business may 
demand it. Trade will employ mono} - solong 
as the U3e of it will produce a profit groater 
than the amount of interest paid for its use. 
When we wish to float more money than can 
be profitably employed in b ado, we must make 
it bear an interest, or it will depreciate in cur- 
rent value. 

It is not the quantity of bonds bearinx in- 
terest that creates inflation or over issues, 
hut the large quantity of irredeemable lulls 
forced upon the public ns currency that bear 
no interest. 

Tue principle we now propose to embrace in 
our national finances we trust may be the one 
that will preserve tho credit and life of the na- 
tion nnd alleviate tho fears of those who con- 
sider a national debt an unmitigated evil. 

Your memorialists therefore respectfully re- 
quest you to authorize and direct the Treasu- 
ry Department to is^ue coupon bonds, having 
twenty years to run, of the denomination of 
twenty, fifty, one hundred, five hundred, one 
thousand, and five thousand dollars each, bear- 
ing interest of four and one half per cent, and 
to make such bonds a legal leader; 

Your memorialists represent thatthesc bonds 
will be taken and held by all classes of our 
people, and especially by merchants, tinders, 
and manufacturers, " to a very large exteut, 
and that the introduction of these bonds will 
induce business men to use more capital and 
less personal credit in their business, becnuso 
surplus capital invested in these interest pav- 
ing bonds will still be money in the bands of 
the holder. 

We propose four and one half per cent in- 
terest because we find, by a careful estimate 
of current values, that four per cent would !»■ 
loo low and five per cent too high; and that 
four and one halt per cent, with ihdegal ten- 
der clause, making the bonds money, will 
make S merchantable n3 well as legal par 
value. This will cuuse them to be freely used 
in the general business of the country in place 
of bills of exchange, bank credits, and indi- 
vidual acceptances. 

Another lnipoi tautndvnntage will flow from 
this system of finance. This rate of interest 
on government bonds will not so seriously 
depreciate mortgage securities or the current 
value of real estate as the l ate of six and sev- 
en per cent now being paid by tho Treasury 
upon its issued lainds. 

And, again, these bonds, being monev, 
bearing Interest, will soon lake tho place of 
as well as absorb the irredeemable demand 
note, because these bonds will possess all the 
characteristics of money and bear interest. 

By adopting this system the Treasury will 
not be compelled to ask another loan; for, as 
these bonds will be a legal tender, the Treas- 
ury may use them ns other money in payment 
to public creditors. Thus will tho national 
credit be protected against dishonor, to which 
it is now exposed by the plan of demand notes 
and call or short loans. 

It is probable that these bonds may be ab- 
sorbed in the business of the country, without 
materially affecting values, to the extent of 
more than one thousand millions within six 
months; and, by allowing a short time to 
bring about a proper appreciation of the value 
of this new money, bearing interest, and gimd- 
ually placing t he bonds into the hands of the 
public, it is not unlikely that two thousand 
millions may be profitably taken in our coun- 
try. 

By issuing these bonds, that will tnko the 
place of the irredeemable demand note, the 
Treasury will be enabled to resume specie pay- 
ments within ninety days from the time these 
bonds shall be offered to the public. 

If the public shall require the Government 
to continue the issue of demand notes of de- 
nomination less than twenty dollars, then pro- 
vision should be made to redeem such notes in 
specie at tho Sub-Treasury. 

This plan will keep such issues within 
proper limits, and will not in any degree af- 
fect bank issues, because those institutions, 
like individuals, may use the bonds and notts 
of the Government in place of si*cie. If 
Congress shall adopt this system, and thus 
make all its funded promises ii legal tender, it 
will be placing the credit of the Government 
where it should be — above all other credits in 
our country. 

These propositions bring the obligations of 
the Government down to' two kinds— one be- 
ing a time promise, having twenty }'cnrs to 
run and bearing interest; the other bearing 
no interest and payable on demand in siieeie, 
both being a legal tender. 

This system of credit will make as simple 
and peeled apian of American finance ns any 
statesman can desire to see established. 

Two thousand millions of four and a half 
per cent bonds will require ninety millions of 
dollars to pay the annual interest thereon, 
whereas the present rates paid on the bonds oi 
government, of six and seven per cent, will 
demand one hundred nud twenty millions. 

Thus to all the other advantages hereinbe- 
fore stated is added a saving of thirty millions 
per annum of interest on the debt of two 
thousand millions.

DirniEBiA. — As this fatal disease is now 
quits prevalent throughout the State, and as 
several cases have lately occurred in this city, 
we publish the following article on the dis- 
ease from the pen of the celebrated Dr. Robert 
Hunter, of New York: 

This fatal 'affection of the throat, which 
is now prevailing to an alarming extent over 
the whole civilized world, is generally be- 
ttered to be a new disease, yet from the earli- 
est times physicians have described under the 
name of "malignant sor„ throat,'' "putrid sore 
throat,'' a violent and very fatal form of ulcer- 
ation, closely resembling the disease now 
known under the name of diptheria. 

It is from what are called cases of sim/>le 
sore ttrvat that this malady recruits its fatal 
ranks. The essential characteristic of the 
diphtheria is the rapid and destructive ulcera- 
tions of the tonsils, soft palate, uvuhe, and 
mucus lining of the fauces which takes place. 
It sets in as th» ordinary sore throat, but in 
the short space of a few hours, on looking 
into the throat, we discover oneor more white 
points of ulceration. lu violent cases, the 
points which were barely perceptible when 
first discovered in a lew "hours later will be 
found to have increased to the size of a ten 
cent piece, and lo have changed in color to a 
dirt v putrid brown. 

When om'o contracted, diptheria is com- 
municable through the breath and air from 
the person affected to those in health. The 
specific poison on which the disease depends 
is carried into the blood by the respiration of 
the poisoned air. The strong and the weak 
are equally exposed to it, but it is only those 
whose bodily vigor has been reduced l>3' pre- 
vious irritation of the throat, or other cause, 
that tall a prey to 'it. 

Such being the origin and the cause of dip- 
tlu-i m, it follows that the treatment must be 
both local ami constitutional to effect its cure. 
It must be local to act upon the throat and stay 
the destructive ulceration; and constitutional 
to act upon the tho blood, ami neutralize the 
poison it contains. The only antidote that has 
yet been discovered is protoxide of nitrogen, 
a gas, which can onl y be administered by in- 
halation. In treating the disease, I direct the 
patient to inhale the gas for fifteen minutes. 
After the lapse of an hour I repeat the protox- 
ide inhalation, and follow it by one of chlo- 
rine vapor. Two or three applications are 
Sufficient to arrest the disexse and restore the 
blood to if3 purity. The protoxide deprives 
the blood of its impurity, while the antiseptic 
properties of the chlorine arrest the sloughing 
of the mucoiH membrane. I at the same time 
shower the throat every few hours with a 
si l ong solution of chlorinated soda. Treated 
in this way, diptheria, win h is dreaded as a 
modern scourge, is stripped of all its terrors, 
aud becomes a harmless and tractable disease. 

t®~A. correspondent of the Boston Tran- 
script writes: 

I heard a very characteristic anecdote of the 
late Commodore Perclval from one of his offi- 
cers the other day. While he was in the 
Cyune, in one of the Mediterranean ports, he 
happened to go into a hotel where were con- 
gregated several iinglish officers of the navy, 
and in the course of conversation the Commo- 
dore said something obnoxious to the dignity 
or nationality of one of the number, of w hich 
he told him lie should give him "satisfaction'' 
for it. He accordingly Stepped out, and re- 
turned with two loaded pistols, and gave one 
to Commodore Jack. Eyeing the weapon for 
a moment, be asked the Knglishmen what he 
wanted him to do with that. "Give me sat- 
isfaction for what you have just said.'' 
Whereupon Mad Jack took his chapeau from 
his bead, and, tossing it into the air, fired a 
Shot through it as it went up, saying to the 
Englishman, "I can give yo|i such satisfaction 
as that." The blustering officer was satisfied 
merely by witnessing the shot.

It is said that Viscount Dngueronniere, the 
editor of La France, gets twenty-live thou- 
sand francs a year from the Em p r e ss' private 
purse, besides his salary and his seuator's pay 
for his strenuous advocacy of the Pope's cause. 

Either to shield himself against the future 
pleasantry of Charivari, or in thanks that it 
has fallen so mildly, Victor Emmanuel has 
sent the editor of that journal the order of 
San Maurizio e Lazzaro. 

There is a rumor running through the Bra- 
zilian Department of the Internal Exhibition 
that a stone bns been found which is larger 
than the Koh-i-noor and the Star of the South 
put together. 

The Grand Duchy of Baden is taking a les 
son from Sir Rowland Hill, and has adopted, 
since the 1st of October, the penny postage 
(three kreutzers) throughout the entire couu 
try. 

Miss BurdeH Coutts has given one thousand 
one hundred pounds to the Cotton Districts 
Relief Fund in England. 

The Prussian contributors of mineral speci- 
mens to the International Exhibition have 
made a present of their collection to the Brit- 
ish Museum. 

Rothschild's house has deified that it has en 
tered into any arrangement, as reported, with 
the concessionaire for the .Midland Italian Rail 
way. 

The Pope has sent a magnificent string of 
beads to the Prince Imperial of France, who 
has begun learning his catechism. 

A society has been organized in London for 
the puqiose of uniting and assisting existing 
working-men's institutes and clubs, and ex- 
tending them to other localities where they 
have not yet l>een formed. It has been found 
that local an 1 isolated efforts sometimes fail 
for w ant of a little experience and counsel at 
first, and are very often not made at all 
where they would bo made if there were any 
one to suggest or assist the benevolent in their 
first steps. 

The Naples correspondent says that the pris 
ons of that city are the Hotel des Invalides of 
thieves, who, as soon ns they have secured a 
comfortable living for their families, allow 
themselves to be taken up, and lend a very 
happj life in what is characteristically called 
"Ihe house of St. Peter." 

The Grand Council of Switzerland has or- 
dered the authorities of the republic to refuse 
passports to the Swiss who were formerly in 
the army of the Two Sicilies, a considerable 
number having recently left for Naples. 

The French Minister of Marine has conclud- 
ed, a contract with a firm nt Marseilles for the 
construction of live steam sloops, to bo at- 
tached to tho Toulon fleet, aud to be delivered 
within a brief period. The contractors are 
bound to supply four sloo|>s of thirty-six feet 
long and one of thirty feet. The trials made 
of such steamlwats, both in the Gulf of Mexi 
co and in the Mediterranean, would show the 
utility of such vessels, which have already 
rendered good service. 

A Prussian farmer, Friedrich of Zalaszewo, 
recently refused to pay the Government taxes 
that were demanded of him. Filially, how- 
ever, he satisfied tho demands of the tax- 
gatherer, but only under protest, since no con- 
stitutional budget had at nil been voted this 
year, but, on the contrary, the whole was re- 
jected, which, according to constitutional in- 
terpretation, means the entire abolition of 
taxes. 

In August of last year a woman named Ro- 
salie Doise was convicted in one of the depart- 
ments of France of the crime of parricide, oa 
her own confession; but recently two men, 
who were convicted of another murder, con- 
fessed to the crime of which this woman de- 
clared herself guilty. She has, of course, been 
discharged from prison, but no explanation of 
her singular conduct is given. 

Tho Army of Austria consists of 788,344 
men; of Prussia, 710,092; of Russia, 850,0(10; 
of France. 026,000; of Great Britinn and In- 
dia, 684,828; of Denmark, Sweden, Spain, 
Portugal, and Italy, 303,497; making a total 
of 3,771,760 men. The annual cost of main- 
taining, clothing, and paying these men, at an 
average of £40 a man. is over £150,000,000, 
which, added to £120,000,000, an amount which 
so many able-bodied men would produce if en- 
gaged in useful labor, makes an annual loss to 
the wealth of the European continent of nearly 
£300,000,000. 

A clergyman, Rev. John Williams, incum- 
bent of Euxton, England, has just been con- 
victed of poaching, and sentenced to pay a 
fine. 

A bank manager in Manchester, one Jonah 
Andrews, is under arrest for swindling the 
customers of the institution. 

A newspaper correspondent writes — "I have 
seen mention made in the papers of the hero 
of Corinth — a private. Let nie tell you of an- 
other, who belonged to our division. He was 
a private in the 53d Illinois, and, unfortunate- 
ly, drunk— so drunk that they had taken his 
gun from him. When theline fell back before 
that furious rebel charge, and when they so 
nearly obtained possession of the fort, ho re- 
fused to go back and picked nit a gun and re- 
mained in possession. A rebel captain, who 
was one of the first to enter the works, called 
on him to surrender; he replied, 'I never sur- 
render.' and shot the captain; a private attack- 
ing him just then, he knocked him down with 
his gun and bayoneted him; and before any 
more cotild get at him, our men had rallied und 
driven the rebels off, so that he held the work 
solitary and alone, and by the time the regi- 
ment got in again he bad robbed the rebel cap- 
tain of $40 in Confederate money and such 
other little articles of value as be hud about 
his person." 



[From the Country Gentleman.] 
EXAMPLE IN AGRICULTURE. 
"If men are to be made intelligent," says 
Henry Ward Beecher, "give them specimens 
of intelligence.' Aud he illustrates this in- 
fluence ot example as follows: 

"Let a man go info a village where the bouses 
are all guing to decay, where the fences are all 
tumbling down, and where no pains are taken 
w ith trees and flowers, and build a neat house, 
and enclose his grounds with a good fence, 
and tastefully dei orate his yard with comely 
trees aud beautiful flowers, and his example 
will be a blessing to the place. It will not be 
three years before there will be Twenty neat 
houses, with good fences, and yards decorated 
with trees and flowers, as the result of his ju- 
dicious outlay of means. The taste of the 
whole village will be educated and improved 
by the influence he will exert through the in- 
strumentality of the advantages which he 
possesses over them." 

We have observed the same thing in agri- 
culture. When a thorough practical fanner 
goes into a neighborhood ol "worn out" farms, 
and engages m tho work of reclaiming and 
improving his new purchase, his success is 
sure to awaken a spirit of inquiry, ami his ex- 
ample can but exert an improving influence 
upon all who witness or hear of it. He is 
seen to grow better crops than his neighbors 
on a soil which has been comparatively sterile 
heretofore, and the methods pursued are sought 
out by those around him. It is found that be 
does not grow crop after crop of wheat, corn 
or grass ou the sauie field, but he grows good 
crops of these products unon different fields in 
a series of years, entering at once on a system 
of rotation. He introduces new and improved 
varieties of grains and seeds, the products of 
which are seen at a glance to be better than 
those commonly grown — at least they com- 
mand a better price in market. 

The same is true of his orchard and garden. 
Bi tter fruits aud finer vegetables are intro- 
duced, such as at ouce attract the attention of 
the observer. The improved b r e e ds of live 
stock with their better care and feeding, can- 
not fail to gain the notice of all around him. 
With improved plows and other implements of 
tillage be accomplished a more thorough cul- 
tivation of the soil, giving a deep and mel- 
low seed bed, insuring the crops against the 
excess of drouth or moisture, ami bringing 
abundant crops despite "the season" so unrea- 
sonably complained of by the careless firmer. 
But as the real basis of improvement he is 
particularly careful in making aud savin 
manure, seeking in every way to in- 
crease the fertility of his soil — to feed his crops, 
that they may produce large and profitable 
returns lor his care ami labor. An example 
of clean culture is also given, and it is seen 
how much more the soil can do for the farm 
er's crop if no self-sown intruding weeds are 
allowed to rob it of its proper sustenance. 

These improvements, and many others we 
might particularize, a3 remarked before, exert 
au influence on the farms of those who witness 
or hear them. Their owners may cavil for 
awhile, but the uiimistakeablc signs of pros- 
perity — of the payine nature of the new system 
of management — will generally influence the 
most itu ivdulous into some sort of an imi- 
tation, which is nearly always followed by 
better returns, encouraging further progress — 
and thus the work goes on until the whole 
neighborhood shows the influence of the ex 
ample, in this way, and by the constantly 
recurring lessons of an enlarged experience, a 
better system of culture has been in part in- 
troduced, and thus also diffused and extended. 

Those who learn by hearsay, we remarked, 
are also influenced. The agricultural fair has 
its part in this teaching; but its great apostle 
is the newspaper, tilled in large part by the 
writings ot experienced and skillful farmers, 
who cannot only tell how to work profitable 
results, but draiv their illustrations from their 
own experience. Though no period in the 
history of ngricultuic has been without its 
examples of productive farming, at no period, 
ou the broad acres tilled by American industry, 
have so many bright spots shown out to glad- 
den the hearts and encourage the hands of the 
friends of improvement. As much room us 
there evidently is for advancement, a com- 
parison of farming now with that of even ten 
years ago, shows marked progress. May it go 
ou until thorough nork shall make our land 
teem with golden harvests, with the finest 
flocks and herds in the world, w ith peace, 
plenty, and universal liberty and intelligence.
